Under a late law the owner of 
every revolver or pistol must go 
before the County Court Clerk 
and register same. And every 
dealer who handles these arms 
must pay an annual lisense o f 
twenty-five dollars. A fee of one 
dollar is required with the regis- 
tration of every pistol and the 
Clerk is required to furnish the 
secretary of state with the names 
of all persons registering arms. 
Persons owning a pistol and not 
registering are subject to indict- 
ment and upon conviction sub- 
ject to a fine of from twenty-five 
to three hundred dollars and a 
jail sentence of from thirty days 
to six months. All arms captured 
unregistered are to be sold for 
the benefit of the state.

The war followed 
and for the next four years 
Letcher county was nearly de- 
populated. Two-thirds of the 
citizens were in sympathy with 
the Southern cause. Many joined 
the armies on either side, but 
enough were left in the county 
to keep a reign of terror. Thru 
the war Gen. Humphrey Mar- 
shall with his soldiers spent one 
winter in Whitesburg and Gen. 
Jas A. Garfield pushed with his 
army up Elkhoin creek to above 
where Jenkins is now, on his way 
to dislodge the Rebels camped in 
Pound Gap. Before the battle 
came up Garfield took some of 
his men, went down the creek to 
the Big Sandy and on into his 
home in Ohjo and never return- 
ed. He was soon nominated and 
elected to Congress and after- 
ward served as President of the 
United States. On Oct. 19, 1881, 
he died from the— Effects of an 
assassin’s bullet.

Washington, April 17. — Hundred- 
pi oof rye whisky, if church folk so de- 
sire, may be withdrawn from govern- 
ment warehouses for sacrunient:il pur- 
poses In precisely the same way as 
wine, under u decision handed down by 
the District Supreme court. The de- 
cision was n blow to the prohibition 
enforcement service. The case was 
that of Emanuel Schwnrtz, a wholesale 
liquor dealer of Scranton, I'a., who ob- 
tained a permit to withdraw kosher 
brandy for use in Jewish ceremonies. 
When the prohibition oilicer found the 
brandy had more kick in it than or- 
dinary sacramental wine the with- 
drawal was revoked. Schwartz car- 
ried the case to court, and the decision 
was that it ninkes no difference what 
the alcoholic content of a leverage 
may be.' if It Is to be used for sac- 
ramental purposes, it is sacramental 
wine.
